The sum actually 
en deposit at any one time is not to exceed 
$50,000 in any one bank. 

As fast as practicable the accumulations 
from these funds are to be put into buildings 
‘and improvements, or otherwise invested 
for the benefit of the estate. The two inter- 
‘ests will not be merged again, however, for 
an accurate account is to be kept of the 
amount which each fund furnishes for such 
improvements, so that at the ultimate distri- 
bution due credit shall be given to each fund 
for the amount which it has contributed. 

The death of Mrs. Palmer will end the 
trust. Her half of the estate is then subject 
to her disposition by will “in any manner 


in which she sees fit,“ to quote from the will. 


The other half, together with all accumula- 
tions, which have come to it, is to go to 
Hionoré and Potter Jr., or the survivor of 
them, “in such proportions and in such 
manner as Mrs. Palmer by her will shall di- 
rect.“ If at the death of Mrs. Palmer, both 
of her sons shall already be dead, then Mrs. 
Palmer has sole direction of the entire es- 
tate and may dispose of it as she sees fit. 


„People's Palace,“ if No Survivors. 

A codicil to the will was made some time 
ago when the entire family was about to 
start on a long trip abroad. The perils of 
travel by land and water were taken into 
account, and Mr. Palmer prepared for the 
contingency of the entire family losing their 
lives in the same disaster. He provided 
that under such circumstances, now impos- 
sible, one-quarter of his estate should go 
to his collateral heirs and one-quarter to 
Mrs. Palmer’s collateral heirs, and that 
Adrian Honoré should be sole trustee. 

The remaining one-half of the estate was, 
in that contingency, to be expended in the 
establishment of a People's Palace, for 
the promotion of the physical, mental, mor- 
al, and social culture of those citizene and 
inhabitants of the City of Chicago to whom 
few opportunities are open, and in connec- 

on with which shall be furnished to such 
citizens and inhabitants rooms in which 
may be held such meetings as are approved 
by the management and in connection with 
which shall be furnished opportunities for 
physical development and manual training 
and opportunities for instruction through 
lectures and otherwise upon the nature of 
our political institutions and the duties of 
citizenship, as well as upon general educa- 
tional subjects and subjects relating to the 
arts and sciences. And in connection with

- enlarged the powers of the executors and 


provided for the contingency of the family 
all dying together; the last, dated March, 
1900, provided for the annuities being free 
of any inheritance tax or tax of any kind. 
These taxes must come out of the main body 
of the estate, and the annuants are to be left 
in the full enjoyment of the entire sums the 
testator’s forethought provided.

Was Not in Active Business. 

The estimate of Mr. Palmer’s wealth is 
regarded as cohservative, and yet it is hinted 
by those acquainted with it that the estate 
is not so enormous as many had guessed. 
He had not been in active business for many 
years, and had allowed the opportunities 
for money-making which came with the re- 
turn of prosperity three or four years ago 
to go by without much attempt to improve 
them. He was satisfied with what he had 
done, and in the serenity of age had ex- 
pressed the opinion that he had worked 
long enough. 

He saw not long ago a good chance to in- 
crease his real estate interests through the 
building of a large business block on the 
site of the Palmer House, but decided that 
it came too late for him, and he did nothing 
with it. During his lifetime he gave much 
property to the members of his family, so 
that the figures of the will do not indicate 
the total sum he gathered together. 

It is explained that Mr. Palmer gave the 
almost unlimited power into the hands of 
his wife solely on account of his great con- 


' fidence in her ability and judgment, believ- 


ing that all interests would be best con- 
served with her at the head of the estate. 
Those who are familiar with Mr. Palmer's 
ideas and wishes knew that he had great 
confidence in @is sons, but he preferred to 
make his wife his successor rather than 
divide the responsibility. 


Property of the Estate. 


In the estimate of $8,000,000 put on the 
estate are the following items:

Aside from the residence on the Lake Shore 
drive the estate has many parcels of realty 
in the district east of State street and ‘be- 
tween Chicago and North avenues.

The 
value of the Palmer House block, Monroe 
‘and State streets, has been placed by some 
experts at a much higher figure than 
$3,500,000. It is said that Mr. Palmer once 
refused to rent the property ata figure which 
would give it $10,000,000 value on a 4 per 
cent basis.

Interstate Board Subpoenas 
Officials of Roads to Mis- 
souri River. 


INQUIRY HERE TOMORROW 


Packers Issue a Pamphlet Offer- 
ing Explanation of High at 
Prices of Beef. 


Subpeenas have been sefved on the gen- 
eral traffic officials of the railroads between 
the Missouri River and Chicago command- 
ing them to appear before the Interstate 
Commerce commission in the United States 
Circuit Courtroom in this city tomorrow 
morning. They will be called on to testify 
in the case brought against their roads by 
the Chicago Live Stock Exchange, in which 
rate discriminations are alleged. 

All the members of the commission are 
expected in Chicago today, quarters having 
been reserved for them at the Palmer House. 
William A. Day, special counsel for the 
commission, is also expected in the city 
tonight or tomorrow morning to conduct 
the case. 


Renewed Inquiry on Beef Rebates. 


While the commission is expected to de- 
vote its attention to the case, there is a 
probability of a renewed inquiry into the 
relations of the packers recently made de- 
fendants in the United States Circuit Court 
and the railroads. The fact that Counsel 
Day of the commission is also Special As- 
sistant Attorney General in the proceedings 
against the packers is regarded as sig- 
nificant. 

The complaint of the Chicago Live Stock 
Exchange is based on the charge that live 
stock rates from the Missouri River to Chi- 
cago, added to the rates on packing-house | 
products from Chicago to New York, are in 
excess of the rates charged for manufac- | 
tured products from the Missouri River to 
New York. : 

It is alleged that the rate on live stock | 
from the Missouri River to Chicago locally 
is 23% cents, and the same on packing-house 
products, but it is charged that packing- 
house products for export and billed through 
Chicago are rated at 18½ cents, thus work- 
ing a discrimination of five cents Against 
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Chicago and in favor of New York. 


Until two months ago the railroads were 
making a rate of 18% cents on packing-house 
products betkeen the Missouri River and 
Chicago, and a rate of 23% cents on live 
stock. The commission ruled that it was 
illegal to make a higher rate on live stock, 
and the executive officials of the roade held 
a meeting a week ago and announced that 
on July 1 the rates on both classes of freight 
would be advanced to 23% cents. 


Commission Wants Action Now. 
The commission was dissatisfied with the 
arrangement made and contends the new 
rates should be put into effect at once. The 
commission also is inclined to the position 
that the rate of 23% cents on live stock is too 

high and should be decreased to 18% cents.

LOSES HIS CASE. 


Starts Out for Official Scalp of Patrol 
Sergeant Cullen Because of Disa- 
greement at Golinski Inquest—Aft- 
er an Exhaustion of Billingsgate the :

Trouble Starts at Inquest. 


Patrol Sergeant Cullen who has a good 
record of eight years’ police service, ran 
counter to Kunz last month when an in- 
quest was held at St. Elizabeth's hospital 
in the effort to solve the murder of Peter 
Golinski. At that time Edward Trandel 
was under fire and Kunz appeared to han- 
dle the defense of this man. He tried to 
dictate what witnesses should be heard and 
mixed up with Sergeant Cullen. As a re- 
sult Cullen was arraigned yesterday after- 
noon on a charge of using “ cOarse and in-

SCORE WYNDHAM AND HIS RE- 
PORT THAT THEY ARE LAZY. 


Meeting Held in Grand Pacific Hotel to 
Arrange for Coronation Day Festiv- 
ities—Suggestion to Invite English 
Representatives Receives One Hos- 
tile Vote and Draws Bitter Diseus- 
sion—Committee Appointed to Read 
Document and Give Judgment. 


f British residents of Chicago scored Consul 
/ William Wyndham in a meeting held in the 
Grand Pacific Hotel last evening. One man 
voted against inviting Mr. Wyndham to 
the British-American coronation exercises 
to be held in the First Regiment Armory 
on the day of the coronation. 

The meeting was held to arrange for the 
coronation day program and early in the 
proceedings was mentioned Mr. Wyndham s 
report which characterized British-Ameri- 
cans as lazy and worthless.“. 

The upshot was the appointment of a com- 
mittee to read and pass judgment on the orig- 
inal report. 


| Ashamed of Wyndham. 

“If I were an Englishman I would be 
ashamed to allow such a report to be cir- 
culated about my countrymen. As it is, I'm 
ashamed of it as an Irishman,’’ said 8. J. 
McCarrol, a member of the committee. We 
have enough to stand for in this American 
country anyway, without being misrepre- 
sented by our own officials. I hope that every 
British man, woman, and child, be they Eng- 
lish, Scotch, or Irish, will attend-the corona- 
tion ceremonies, just to show that we are 


and what we stand for. We have been lazy 
in some ways, We let slurs of this kind 
be cast upon us without making any at- 
tempt to protest, but the time has come 
when we will dispel that kind of laziness 
also.“ 

The meeting was composed of delegates 
from each of the eighty or more English, 
Scotch, and Irish organizations of Chicago, 


meeting on June 26. Among the first sug- 
gestions, the motion was made that a formal 
invitation to the meeting be sent to Consul 
Wyndham and Vice Consel Thomas 

The motion was put to vote without discus- 
sion, but when the vote was taken Walter 
Wills declared himself opposed, to it. He 
explained the negative vote he cast by saying 
that he wished to show his dissent to the 
report which the Consul had sent to ug 
land, which averred that the English-Ameri- 
cans were worthless. He said that the Consul 
ought to be made to feel the displeasure of 
the British residents of Chicago for making 
such assertions. 


Vice Consul Erskine 

Vice Consul Erskine said that Mr. Wynd- 
ham’s report was in the nature of a confiden- 
tial message to his government. But in 
England it had fallen into the hands of cor- 
respondents who cabled the report back. Mr. 
Erskine said the report only referred to 
“English beggars and extreme lower 
classes as being lazy and worthless. This 
had been misunderstood. : 

Others s e denouncing the report, and 
the stamping of feet, when the speakers 
dwelt upon the degradation of British-Amer- 
icans, caused by the printed slanders against 
them, were frequent. 

Mr. Wills spoke and suggested the Consul 
should know of the injury which his fellow- 
citizens felt he had given them, and a voice 
in the rear of the hall shouted, “ Send him 
back.“ 

George Kirk demanded to know why the 
Consul had not explained to the people that 
the reports were inaccurate. Mr. Erskine re- 
plied. He said that no copy of the report 
had been retained at the Chicago consulate, 
so until within the last week Mr. Wyndham 
had been unable to produce the actual report. 
A copy now had been sent to him. 

Chairman Gooch then announced that he 
would appoint a Committee of Two, Mr. 
Wills and S. Carr Carroll, to read the report 
and prepare their written opinion of it, 
whether in their judgment it slandered the 
British-American public or not. 

Several objected to this, on the ground 
that it would give,undue publicity to a de- 
plorable incident, and the matter was al- 
lowed to rest with the understanding that 
the report was not to be circulated except 
among the British-Americans.

FAMOUS OLD THEOLOGICAL SEM. 
INARY LIKELY TO MOVE. 


If Brought to This City It Would Be 
Joined with the Chicago Congrega- 
tionalist Institution—Eastern School 
Nearly Century Old and Has Exdow- 
ment of Over Half a Million—Subject 
of Change Under Discussion, but Is 
Not Yet Fully Decided. 


The plans to uproot the Andover Theolog- 
féal Seminary from its present location in 
Massachusetts and to transplant it in Chi- 
cago are taking form. It is understood that 
should the famous old institution be removed 
to this city it would be consoldated with 
the Chicago Theological Seminary, which has 
a seat at Washington and Ashiand boule- 


vards. 
By this of the two seminaries the

' . Change in Puritan Center. 

The change would be taken as indicative 
that New England is no longer the heart 
of the country even in the conservatism of 
the old Puritan church. 

Eliphalet W. Blatchford is President of 
the Chicago Theological Seminary, and the 
Rey. George 8. F. Savage, as secretary, is 
the active head of the institution. 

It is said to be the pian to bring the Andover 
faculty of fiVe members and the Andover 
endowment, amounting to more than 
000, to Chicago. 

In Andover there is still much doubt as to 
the intended move. The question of removal 
has been brought up there several times in 
the past. The plan generally advocated has 
been a removal to Harvard University. 

On May 1 a meeting of twenty clergymen, 
six of whom were seminary trustees, was 
held in Old South Chapel, Boston, to discuss 
the matter of removal. Afterwards the Rev. 
Dr. Charles O. Day, President of the semi- 
nary, said in an interview: 

“The situation seems to be that a vote 
was passed by the trustees of the Andover 
Theological Seminary looking toward the re- 
‘moval of the seminary from Andover, in the 
near future, provided satisfactory arrange- 
ments could be made to develop its work more 
effectively elsewhere. The subject, however, 
is still under serious discussion.“ 


Nearly a Century Old. 

The Andover Seminary at present has only 
twelve regular students and three special 
ones. There are five professors and two in- 
structors. The Rev. Charles O. Day, D. D., 
is President of the faculty. With him are 
Professor E. C. Smyth, Professor E. . 
Hinchks, Professor W. H. Ryder, and Pro- 
fessor J. W. Plattner. The institution lacks 
but five years of its centennial on June 19. 
It opened on Sept. 18, 1808. Since its institu- 
tion 2,147 men have been graduated who 
have taken the full course, an average of 
almost twenty-three a year. 

In event of the removal to Chicago the plan 
has been outlined to turn the five buildings 
over to Phillips Andover Academy.

Potomac Sails to Inquire. 

FORT DE FRANCE, Island of Martinique, 
May 13.—The United States government tug 
Potomac leaves here tonight for the Island 
of St. Vincent, where conditions are reported 
to be worse. La Soufriere, on St. Vincent, 
was in full eruption on May 10. A stream of 
stone and mud half a mile wide was then Is- 
suing from the volcano. Stones two inches 
in diameter fell twelve miles away. At 
Kingstown, the capital of the island, the 
ashes were two inches deep. Seven hundred 
dead were reported on Sunday, May 11. It 
is estimated that the total number of deaths 
on St. Vincent reaches 1,800. 

Most of the seven estates on the island 
have been burned to ashes, and it is authen- 
tically reported that two earthquakes oc- 
curred there. It is believed the submarine 
cables in St. Vincent have been broken by 
the disturbance. The present volcanic erup- 
tion on St. Vincent is the first since 1812.

AMERICAN ATD F PROMP'. 


President Roosevelt Appoints Commit- 
tees of Prominent Business-Men in 
All Large Cities to Collect Relief 
Funds—Postmasters in Every Town 

Directed to Forward Contributions 
Turned In to Them—National Bank 
Presidents Requested to Do Same. 


Washington, D. C., May 13.—[(Special.)— 
The United States Relief bureau, organized 
by President Roosevelt for the benefit of the 
survivors on the Island of Martinique, pur- 
chased $100,000 worth of supplies before noon 
today. The Senate, at the urgent request 
of the President, passed a resolution for an 
additional appropriation of 300,000. The 
House referred the resolution to the proper 
committee and it will be acted upon tomor- 

row. 


Entire Country Is Organized. 

The President later in the day appointed a 
committee to receive funds for the relief of 
the sufferers. The men appointed from eath 
city are asked to collect and receive the 
funds from their localities and neighbor- 
hoods as expeditiously as possible and for- 
ward them to Cornelius N. Bliss, treasurer 
of the New York committee, which commit- 
tee will act as central distributing point for 
the country. The President directs all the 
postmasters throughout the country and 
requests the Presidents of all the national 
banks to act as agents for the collection of 
contributions and to forward the same at 
once to Mr. Bliss at New Tork. 

The President appeals to the public to 
contribute generously for the relief of those 
upon whom this calamity has fallen, and 
asks that the contributions be sent in as 
speedily as possible.

Working Plans Adopted.

Two water barges at Norfolk and at Key 
West are being loaded with water by orders 
from Admiral Bradford in anticipation of 
need for them, and are ready to sail when 
orders are received. 


Red Cross to Assist. 

The Executive committee of the Red Cross 
met at the State department at 4o' clock to- 
day. There were present General John M. 
Wilson, Vice President; Colonel William H. 
Michael, Mrs. John A. Logan, Miss Mabel 
Boardman, B. H. Warner, Miss Clara Sarah 
Spencer, and Secretary Briggs. The com- 
mittee sent a delégation to the White House 
to ask the President how they might best 
ald him in the distribution. 

Offers of assistance for the Martinique suf- 
ferers continue to pour in. Dr. Louis Klopsch, 
of the Christian Herald, New 

ork, telegraphed the War department to- 
day offering to furnish fifty nurses, thirty 
male and twenty female, and 1,000 barrels of 
flour for the stricken islands. 


Red Cross Appeals to Country. 


Later in the day the Executive committee 
of the Red Cross association issued the fol- 
lowing public appeal for aid for the sufferers 
from the Martinique disaster: )

DIXIE LOADED WITH SUPPLIES. 


Four Hundred Tons of Provisions Are 
Ready for Transport—Business- 
Men Are Prompt. 


New York, May 13.—{Special.]~—The United 
States cruiser Dixie today loaded its cargo 
of supplies for the Martinique sufferers and 
is néarly ready to sail. 

Most of the $20,000 allotted to the Quarter- 
master’s department was spent for women’s 
and children’s clothing and fortents. Major 
D. IL. Brainard of the Subsistence depart- 
ment expended $75,000 given to his depart- 
ment for food supplies. There will be over 
400 tons, consisting of tea, rice, coffee, cod- 
fish, ham, hard bread, chicken soup, evap- 
orated milk, bacon, salt, sugar, vinegar, and 
pepper. About $5,000 worth of medicines 
from the medical départment also will be 
taken. | 

The French Chamber of Commerce of this 
city has raised $3,000, which will be sent 
direct to Martinique. 


Experienced Officers in Charge. 


Major Brainard had a long conference to- 
day with Captain Hugh J. Gallagher of the 
army, who will go to Martinique to superin- 
tend the distribution of supplies. Captain 
Gallagher was the commissary officer at 
Tien Tsin, China, during the Boxer troubles, 
and also rendered distinguished and valua- 
bie services in the same department during 
the Spanish war, when he was stationed in 
Cabe. Surgeons James R. Church, J. B.

full charge of the general subject of trans- 


supplies, intended for the Red Cross 


Dixie. Dr. Church was surgeon in the Rough 
Rider regiment during the Spanish war. 


Vessel Room Is Chartered. 


President Morris K. Jesup of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce held a conference this 
afternoon with Edmond Bruwaert, the 
Freneh Consul General; H. O. De Meduil 
of the American Trading company; A. E. 
Outerbridge, the New York agent of the 
Quebec steamship line: Henry Hentz, and 
others interested in the trade with Mar- 
tinique. 

After the conference Mr. Jesup announced 
that he had made arrangements to ship by 
the steamship Fontabelle of the Quebec line, 
which is to sail on Saturday, supplies bes¢ 
adapted to the immediate needs of the sur- 
vivors, the quantity to amount to the equiv- 
‘abent of the space of 1,000 barrels. 

This precaution was taken, Mr. Jesup said, 
so that in case there should be any delay 
in the safling of the Dixie, or in case of 
any accident to the vessel, the inhabitants 
of Martinique would be cared for as speedily 
as possible. 


Cargo Due at Martinique Today. 

This action,. together with that taken 
yesterday in ordering the purchase of the 
supplies aboard the Steamship Madiana, 
on the arrival of that ship at Fort de 
France tomorrow, Mr. ,Jesup said he 
thought would go far towards providing 
for the immediate necessities of the people 
who survived the eruption. 

All this, Mr. Jesup explained, had been 
done to prevent delay and was in anticipa- 
tion of the action of the Chamber of Com- 
merce at its meeting tomorrow. 

Mr. Outerbridge said after the conference 
that he had concurred in the arrangements 
for the purchase of the cargo of the Madiana 
by the Chamber of Coramerce and that he 
thought there would be no hitch in the tak- 
ing over of the foodstuffs on that vessel as 
the destruction of St. Pierre left no one to 
claim the consignment. He said also that 
the Fontabelle, in addition to taking one 
thousand barrels of supplies from the 
Chamber of Commerce, when it sailed Sat- 
urday, would take quantities of stores from 
private firms who have interests at Mar- 
tinique and who were arranging to send 
supplies for distribution on the island. "4 


American Trade with Martinique. 

According to merchants who do business 
with Martinique, the amount of the trade 
between this country and the island has 
been about $750,000 a year atthe most. Most 
of the goods supplied to the island by the 
United States are exported from New York, 
and to many mercantile houses of the city 
the ruin of the island will mean great 
losses. The above figures do not include 
the lumber trade from Maine, and this is 
sometimes extensive. 


Exports Largely Breadstuffs. 

The products carried to Martinique from 
here are mainly breadstuffs, provisions, 
kerosene oil, and corn. A small quantity 
of hardware is exported annually. Ordi- 
narily the companies shipping goods to such 
insular lands receive in return for their 
goods products of the islapds, but in the 
case of Martinique the French tariff laws 
offer extraordinary inducements to the mer- 
chants of St. Pierre and Fort de France to 
send their wares to the mother country.

LONDON, May 18.—Replying to a ques- 


tion by Mr. John Dillon, Irish Nationalist 
in the House of Commons, this afternoon, 
A. J. Balfour, First Lord of the Treasury 
and government leader, said he was aware 
of the action taken by President Roose- 


velt in recommending an appropriation of: 


$500,000 for the immediate relief of the 
sufferers by the voleanoes on the French Is- 
land of Martinique. He added that he had 


never heard of a vote of this kind being 2 


submitted to Parliament. : 

Mr. Balfour said that of course the gov- 
ernment sympathized with the tremendous 
amount of suffering that existed. Every as- 
‘Bistance that could be rendered on the spot 
would be given. 

Mr. Dillon then asked whether in view of 
the unparalleled character of the disaster 
the First Lord of the Treasury would not 
consider the desirability of making a prec- 
edent. He (Mr. Dillon) felt sure the 
vote would be sustained unanimously. 

Mr. Balfour replied that the government 
had the matter under consideration. He 
was not prepared at the present time to 
make an announcement. on the subject. 
Balfour was apparently astounded at the 
bare idea of granting a vote for which 
there was no precedent. The situation is a 
singular one. The governmént is anxious 
to show sympathy in a practical way. The 
House of Commons is anxious to pass the 
vote, and yet nothing can be done, because 
the records of other Parliaments have es- 
tablished no precedent in the matter. 

Mr. Dillon was not satisfied and proposes 
to ask Mr. Balfour again tomorrow to state 
definitely what the government intends to 
do.

‘FRANCE GRATEFUL TO AMERICA 


ty of United States to Martin- 
ique Sufferers the One Topic 
in Paris.

PARIS, May 13.—Americans in Paris have 
already subscribed $20,000 to the Martinique 
relief fund. The generosity of the Ameri- 
cans, with the prompt’aid voted by Congress 
and the sympathy coming from President 
Roosevelt and the people of the Unfted 
States, is the one subject of discussion in 
Paris. 

The Temps this afternoon in an editorial 
referring to the action of Congress in appro- 
priating $200,000 for the relief of the Mar- 
tinique sufferers, says: 

„This manifestation of American sym- 
pathy, on the eve of the Rochambeau fétes, 
tends to draw tighter the already close ties 
uniting the two republics and constitutes a 
guarantee of peace and of the fraternity of 
the two nations. France will never forget 
the spontaneous initiative of President 
Roosevelt or the significant generosity. of 
Congress. 


More Royal Contributions. 

King Oscar has donated $6,000 to the fund 
for the relief of the West India volcano 
sufferers, and King Victor of Italy a like 
sum. 

Sir Edmund J. Monson, the British Ambas- 
sador here, has officially notified M. Del- 
casse, the French Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs, that the British government has placed 
all its available resources, ships and other- 
wise, in the vicinity of Martinique, at the 
disposal of the French authorities. 

M. Decrais, Minister for the Colonies, has 
received the following dispatch from Fort de 
France, Martinique, dated yesterday, signed 
by M. L’Huerre, Secertary General of the 
government of Martinique: 

“Senator Knight landed at Precheur and 
buried 400 bodies. He brought the survivors 
to Fort de France yesterday.

Scientist Doubts Gas Waves. 
Wulle the relief plans are under way the 
scientists are speculating on the nature of 
the volganic outburst. Professor Thomas 
C. Chamberlin, head of the department of 
geology of the University of Chicago, de- 
Clares that the so-called waves of hot 

existed only in the imagination, 

The volcano certainly did not shoot forth 
hot gas which spread abroad on the island, 
carrying destruction,“ said Mr. Chamber- 
lin. “Eruptions of this sort are not out- 
pourings of hot gas from the mouth of the 
crater. The molten lava shot upward, and 
in descending brought with it a flood of 
hot air, charged with cinders and fine par- 
ticles of the lava. This stifling dust was 
blown for a great distance about the crater 
and was mistaken for gas from the crater 
itself. If gases had come from the mouth ; 
of the crater they would have gone up ’ 
rather than down. : 

** Moreover there could scarcely have been 

flame emitting from the,mouth of the crater. 
The flood of hot lava from the top of the 
crater was reflected on the dark background 
of the smoke. But it is not reasonable to 
think that flame came from the volcano’s 
mouth.”

COMMON SENSE. 

The New York World says Havana was 
jubilantly happy on Sunday last because 
tor the first time the flag of Cuba Libre 
floated over Morro Castle, and asks: “‘ Why 
not in the Philippines as in Cuba?“ It 
sbwuld wait to see how the experiment of 
Cuba bibre works before advocating its 

application to our Pacific archipelago. Will 

the World advocate the permanent retention 
of the Philippines in case Cuba falls upou 
evil days as a result of gross Cuban misgov- 
erument? 

One of the reasons why Havana was so 
jubilantly happy on Sunday last is that the 
City has had since the Spanish war, for 
the first time in its history, a good city 
government. The horrible plague of yellow 
fever has been. stamped out. Havana was 
filthy when the Americans took charge of 
it. George Waring set out to purify it; 
accomplished much; and died. But his work 
went on and now that semi-tropical city 

is as clean and sweet as Washington. The 
island of which Havana is the capital has 
had four years of perfect rest and peace. 
The above causes have contributed di- 
rectly to Havana'sd present jubilation. 
When the Philippines have had four years 
of peace perhaps they, too, will be jubilant- 
happy. One thing is certain, that they 


will not be happy until peace comes. The 


longer the war goes on the worse will be 
their lot. And the more fierce the fire 


in the rear the longer, of course, will it. 


take to subdue the fire in the front. Yet 
no matter how long the war goes on it will 
not cease until American authority is un- 
disputed. So the shooter in the American 
rear ig no more a true friend of the Filipino 
than he is of the American. N 
The course of the anti-imperialists has 
been so strange throughout as to seem in 
some instances almost insincere. Presum- 
ably the Boston contingent is sincere, but 
perhaps a few of the Democratic politicians 
ure considering the fall elections, even 
though they know their campaign powder 
will do more harm to many American sol- 
jiers and ‘Filipinos than it will to Repub- 
lican candidates. The antis have demanded 
imspossibilities.. They have wanted an elab- 
‘orate and highly organized civil government 
tor the Philippines at once. They have

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vented diatribes against the un-American 
plan of ruling the islands by martial law. 
Of course, we are governing a part of the 
Philippines under martial law. There is 
an insurrection there. When hostilities 
are at an end civil government, as it ex- 
ists now in the pacified provinces, will be 
extended over the islands. 

The art of government does not come by 
inspiration. It is acquired by a long, slow 
series of experiments. To reach the goal 
of the greatest good for the greatest num- 
ber, both in the Philippines and in Cuba, 
we must walk carefully. We have taken 
a step in Cuba as the result of a hard and 
fast pledge given under impulse. In the 
name of common sense, let us all wait, at 
least a short while, and see whether the 
impulse was the child of wisdom before 
acting upon it again.

Something has been said as to the quaii- 
fications of Mr. Henry G. Foreman, who 
has been neuminated as one of the com- 
missioners m the city, and as President 
of the board. His associates are business- 
men who will work harmoniously with him 
to make the government of this county 
what it should be. E. K. Walker and Her- 
man Ahrens—one a lawyer and the other a 
business-man—are now members of the 
board. Mr. Walker was elected in 1900 
and Mr. Ahrens in 1898. Each of them 
has made a good record. Each is fully 
conversant with the county institutions and 
their needs. Anton Novak has had his 
training in municipal affairs in the Coun- 
eil, where he represented the Nineteenth 
Ward. He has been an honest and ef- 
ficient Alderman, the intelligent advocate 
of all good measures and the inflexible op- 
ponent of all which were not good. He wiil 
make his mark in the County board. Will- 
iam H. Thompson is another mah who has 
had experience in the Council. He was 
on the right side there and he will be on 
the right side always in his new field of 
labor. 

John P. Garner of the Thirty-fiftth Ward 
is a druggist. He is a young man with a 
good reputation. J. J. Vanderbilt of South 
Chicago is a grocer who has the respect 
and confidence of all who know him. J. 
R. Marshal was the Colonel of the Eighth 
(colored) Regiment who volunteered to take 
his men to Cuba when the signers of the 
famous round robin announced that the 
lives of the soldiers at Santiago depended 
on their removal to the United States, 
Charles A. Raggio is a highly respected, 
retired business-man, living on the South 
Side. Claus Flodin of Lake View is an 
active business-man of excellent standing, 
a partner in a large manufacturing com-

FEWER MARRIAGES IN BERLIN. 

Reports from Berlin in the London Tele- 
graph illustrate once more the intimate con- 
nection which exists between the price- 
scale and the marriage-rate. People are 
not particularly well off in Germany just 
now. Work is scarce. Provisions are dear. 
One of the results is that while Berlin mar- 
riages during the first three months of 1900 
numbered 3,888, they dropped in 1901 to 
3,739, and in 1902 to 3,349. Apparently 
the god of love, though he snaps his fingers 
‘at angry parents, is willing to make a low 
bow to the price of grain. This is a dis- 
quieting reflection and savors somewhat of 
the sordid, implying a commercial and ma- 
terialistic view of the tender passion, but 
one cannot escape from the facts. 

Buckle found in his “ History of Civiliza- 
tion” that in England the cost of sub- 
sistence and the number of marriages varied 
together. Meitzen found in his work on 
statistics that in Prussia during the period 
from 1840 to 1865 the marriage rate re- 
sponded with the most marvelous accuracy 
to the fluctuations of the price of rye. He 
put his observations on this point into a 
diagram which is as striking as it is in- 
genious. Of course, it happens sometimes 
that a decrease in the marriage rate is 
caused not so much by an increase in the 
cost of subsistence as by a rise in the stand- 
ard of comfort. When society demands 
that one shall provide for one’s wife and 
children thus and so, one must be able to 
meet those demands before venturing to get 
married. 

If any one doubts the coercive power of 
such considerations all he needs to do is to 
consult the records. He will find, as Pro- 
fessqr Edgeworth remarks in a discussion 
of the marriage rate compared with the 
death rate, that the oscillations of the rate 
which depend upon human volition are 
more precise and, the circumstances given, 
more easily calculable beforehand than 
those of the one which seems to depend upon 
the immovable laws of nature. The statis- 
tics on suicides and illegitimate births point 
the same truth. Those things which one 
would naturally think were decided by 
human beings for themselves are seen, when 
considered in the mass, to be remorselessiy 
determined by the operation of general laws. 
If the prices of grain and meat begin now 
to decline in Berlin and work becomes more 
plentiful, one may expect to see the mar- 
riage rate revive. Low rents and cheap 
food will turn a young man’s fancy lightly 
toward thoughts of love much more effec- 
tively, or at least much more permanently, 
than the most exuberant spring that ever 
renewed the youth of the world. Matthew 
Arnold's “ twin souls that halve each other“

THE HANDLING OF NAPHTHA. 

Art is said simply to limp after nature, 
and in the matter of great sayings this 
seems certainly to be true. Nature by her- 
self can be more destructive than when she 
is assisted by man. The oil accident at 
Pittsburg is an example of what man can 
do. Two cars, loaded with naphtha, were 
allowed to collide. They then began to 
leak. The escaping fluid came into contact 
with a switch lamp. The result is that more 


| than twenty persons are dead and many of 


the injured are not expected to recover. 

At any other time this would have seemed 
so frightful a calamity that the newspapers 
would have given up many columns to a 
description of its horrors. A stream of 
burning oil flowing from a railroad car or a 
tank does not impress the imagination so 
forcibly as a torrent of molten lava, but 
the death occasioned by the one is as agoniz- 
ing as the death occasioned by the other. 
The withering blast of flame from an ex- 
ploding naphtha tank deals out as sure de- 
struction to all within its reach as the furi- 
ous blasts of a The Pittsburg dis- 
aster is dwarfed by that at Martinique. It 
comes as a kind of anti-climax. When na- 
ture stirs herself she shows her offspring 
how puny they are before her. With all their 
talk about exploring her secrets and subdu- 
ing her to their will she can still crush them 
like ants when she pleases. They exult over 
her at her sufferance. Further, when she 
takes it into her mind to sweep out the pop- 
ulation of an island there is no one to con- 
vict her of murder, arson, or negligence. | 

Fortunately, with men it is different, 
though in the present case at Pittsburg there 
is little reason to believe that the difference 
will have any results. The worst that can 
be said is that the men who were handling 
the naphtha cars were a little bit too used 
to handling them. Being familiar, they 
were also contemptuous. If they had been 
new men they would have brought those cars 
together as gently as if they had been wine 
glasses. As it was they seemed to have al- 
lowed them to bang into each other as if 
they carried pig iron. One sometimes is in- 
clined to think that men who work at dan- 
gerous trades should be replaced as soon as 
they have lost their first fear and careful- 
ness. The men at Pittsburg seem to have 
been careless. By their carelessness they 
have added to the enormous total of deaths 
due to human negligence. Nature may kill 
tens of thousands at one blow, but she sel- 
dom strikes such a blow. Human negli- 
gence is always at work and counts in the 
long run as many victims as earthquakes 
and volcanoes. 


BEWARE OF SLEEPING VOLCANOES. 
The advocates of the Panama U 
pointing at the deadly outburst of the un- 
tamable and destructive forces of nature 
in the West Indies, say “I told you so.” It 
has always been one of their arguments in 
favor of the Panama route that sleeping 


there are many such volcanoes along the 
line of the proposed Nicaragua Canal, which 
may awaken at any moment and be as active 
and as dangerous as they were when they 
were younger. Now that the volcanoes in 
Martinique and St. Vincent have resumed 
operations the Panama people are asking 
what assurance there is that the Nicaragua 
voleanoes will be on their good behavior 
much longer. This is a question which even 
Senator Morgan may find it difficult to an- 
swer. He cannot give bonds that a vol- 
eano, though seemingly dead, will keep the 
peace. * 

Nicaragua has many volcanoes. Conse- 
guina, in the northwestern part of that 
state, raged with great wrath sixty-seven 
years ago, A former engineer-in-chief of the 
Panama Canal says the stones and ashes 
thrown out by it every six minutes during 
the forty-four hours of its eruption equaled 
in volume the volume of the entire prism 
of the Nicaragua Canal, which it will take 
about eight years toexcavate. The estimate 
may be influenced by the Panama sympa- 
thies of the éstimator, but the outbreak was 
a terrible one. On an island in Lake Nica- 
ragua is Mount Omotepe, which was ex- 
tremely active only nineteen years ago. On 
the same island is the voleanic peak of Ma- 
dera. It has long been inert, but it is not 
to be trusted. ) 

There is no volcano within 180 miles of 
Panama. No earthquakes have convulsed 
the isthmus since “the early quaternary 
period before man appeared on the earth.” 
Nicaragua has had terrible earthquakes. 
There was one fifty-eight years ago which 
destroyed the City of Rivas. The argn- 
ment that the Panama route should be given 
the preference because Nicaragua has been 
a center of seismic and volcanic disturb- 
ances has been strengthened by the recent 
earthquakes in Guatemala and volcanic out- 
bursts in the West Indies. It is a serious 
question whether it will be wise to spend 
$200,000,000 on a canal ina country studded 
with voleanoes. The Senate may not take 
up the canal bill at this session, but when- 
ever.it does take up the bill it will give the 
subject of volcanoes and their power for 
mischief respectful consideration

DDSIDBS, the subject of the nature 
study in Tus TrRIsuNe of today, is a 
pointer famous as a prize winner. 
The name Oddsides was given to 
the dog owing to the fact that the 

markings of the sides of his coat are entirely 
different, the side not visible in the picture 
being liver colored, 

Oddsides is owned by W. A. Wimsatt of 
Washington, D. C., is by Lap of Pearl, out of 
Graceful II. He won the All Age Stake of 
the Eastern Field Trial club run at Newton, 
N. C., Nov. 16, 1898, when 2 years old. This 
stake was open to all setters and pointers 
that had never won a first prize in any all 
age Open stake at the Philadeiphia, Soutti- 
ern, United States, and Central Field trials, 
and in addition to the honor of winning 
there was a first prize of $800. 


Isgrigg, kennel editor of the American Field, 
at this trial, which was one of the strongest 
in the history of trials, were Von Gull, Har- 
wick, Sam T., Forzando, Cincinnatus Pride, 
Marie’s Sport, Tony’s Gale, Nabob, Tory 
Jessamine, and Gleam’s Ruth, all p inent 
winners. In running for the final Gddeides 
wae pitted against Marie's Sport, and speak- 
ing of it the American Field said: “ In the 
stubble in which they were put down Odd- 
sides made game, and after a little while 
located. Sport, after backing his first point, 
joined in the work and point, but the credit 
went to Oddsides. Following the woods 
Oddsides was the easiest handled, and made 
two points on the scattered birds. After 
pointing again he moved a little and two 
birds rose.

Hshed. They are used in hunting all kinds 
of game birds, and derive the name from the 
habit of standing motionless in the presence 
of game, and from the crouching habit, both 
of which traits are their prominent char- 
acteristics.

fully arched and free from overlaps; shoul- 
ders sloping, chest moderately wide and ex- 
tremely deep; body powerful and well ribbed 
up at the loin; forelegs dead straight, feet 
round and compact, hind quarters powerful, 
the stile (top joints of hind legs) being 
a Httle turned out; and lower joints of hind 
legs, or hocks, well let down; tail rather 
short and tapering to a tip; coat moderately 
fine; colors, liver and white, lemon and 
white, black, or black and Hver ticked.

tives. This is not the case, however. In 
styling their residence Schomberg House 


Prinee and Princess Christian are merely re- 


viving the name which the house bore dur-

The house was built in the first place by 
that Anglo-German, Baron Frederick 
Schomberg, who was created by King Will- 
fem III.

sons and successors, then by the first Duke's 
granddaughter, who was married to Lord 
Holderness, who let it to the butcher” 
royal Duke of Cumberland.

GOVERNMENT OFFICIALS SEEK 
REFUGE IN CONSULATES, 


Fighting in Port au Prince Almost 

Héurly—Chamber Closed by Popu- 

lace and One Deputy Fatally Wound- 

ed—Several Killed and Many Hurt in

\ Troops—President Sam Escapes on 
French Vessel. 


PORT AU PRINCE, Hayti, May 13.—Mob 
rule continues in Port Au Prince today. The 
Chamber of Deputies has been closed by a 
mob and one Deputy mortally wounded. 
Street fights of a serious nature are almost 
hourly occurrences, 

Business is suspended and a revolutionary 
force under General Firmin is marching. 
from Cape Haytien. : 

The provisional. government of yesterday, 
under Boisrond Canal, has vanished and no 
One seems to know what has become of it. 


Palace Attacked by Mob. 

Mobs attacked the palace and the arsenal 
last night and several were killed and many 
wounded. 

Former President Sam, Tancrede Auguste, 
the Minister of the Interior and of Police; 
General Defiy, and M. C. Lecorte, the Minis- 
ter of Agriculture and Public Works, had 
gathered their forces in the palace at about 
midnight, where their position was strength- 
ened by the fact that they had the Presi- 
dential guard on their side. Opposed to this 
party was General St. Foix Colin, at the head 
of a large body of armed citizens. 


Seek Refuge in Legations. 


— General Vilbrun, the former Minister of 


War, and M. P. Faine, the former Minister 
of Finance and Commerce, have sought 
refuge in the French legation and early in the 
morning M. Tancrede Auguste abandoned 
the Sam party and sought safety in the 
United States legation. His example was 
followed by M. Brutus Saint Victor, the 
Minister of Foreign Affairs and Public In- 
struction, who also sought the protection of 
the United States flag. 

General Defly was compelled to evacuate 
the Hotel de La Place, and retreated to the 


palace, where he barricaded himself and his 


followers, having previously secured 
supply of ammunition. 

Some time before midnight there was an- 
other outbreak of firing, and this time the 
casualties were somewhat severe. 

Ex-President Sam embarked at 11:30 a. m. 
today on the French steamer Olinde Rod- 
riguez. He was accompanied to the landing 
place by the American, French, and German 
Ministers. 

About the time that the former President 
embarked the news was received from Cape 
Haytien that General Firmin had arrived 
at Cape Haytien and that the whole north 
and northwest of Hayti had declared in his 
favor. 

Cruiser Ordered to Hayti. 
Washington, D. C., May 13.—{Special.]— 
Official advices came to the State depart- 
ment today from William L. Powell, the 
United States Minister at Port au Prince, 
stating that President Sam had fled the coun- 
try and some of his Cabinet have taken ref- 
uge in the United States legation, and con- 
firming the press dispatches of disorder in 
Hayti. 

The Navy department today ordered the 
cruiser Topeka, from Port. Royal, 8. C., to 
Port au Prince to protect American inter- 
ests.

REVIEW OF EVIDENCE. 


Cuban Law Is Changed to Permit Court 

ot Appeals to Grant Rehearings and 

Hear Further Evidence—Present 

- Statutes Found Deficient and con- 

atitution Forbids Pardon by Island’s 

Executive—General Wood Instruct- 
ed to Promulgate Amendment, 


complicity in the Cuban postal frauds, is to 
have another chance.to prove his innocence, 
and the island republic will find a new law 
on its statute books when it takes the reins 
of government. 

This addition to the laws of Cuba is assured 
by action of President Roosevelt, who today 
directed Secretary Root to confer upon the 
Cuban Court of Appeals the right to review 
the testimony not only in the case of Rath- 
bone. but in all similar cases. Rathbone 
will have the right to present new evidence 
to the court. 4 


Present Law Permits No Appeal. 

The method by which the President pro- 
poses that Rathbone shall be given another 
chance to prove his innocence is developed 
in a message sent by Secretary Root to 
General Wood. There is not now under 
Cuban law any means of taking an appeal to 
a Cupreme Court in cases where there has 
been an error in. procedure in the lower 
court: appeals can be taken only where there 
have been errors of law. 

To make it possible to review Rathbone’s 
case, therefore, General Wood has been or- 
dered to promulgate special modifications 
of the existing law. By promulgating this 
law now, and before the Cubans assume 
their own administration, General Wood will 
cause it to become the law of the land under 
that section of the Platt amendment which 
continues in force the laws as they are left 
by the American military administration, 

The order to General Wood, after recount- 
ing the application by Rathbone’s counsel 
for a rehearing at once, as with the induction 
of the new government on May 20 all hope 
for a retrial will be ended, states that the 
new constitution takes from the Cuban Pres- 
ident the power to pardon men convicted on 
charges like those in the Rathbone case, and 
states that no doubt should be left of the 
rights of the Supreme Court. 


Amendment to the Statutes. 


The United States laws which give every 
convicted person the right to a review is 
quoted as only just to defendants, and 
Governor Wood is instructed to promulgate 
the edict: 

„ The law of criminal procedure is here- 
by amended by adding after article —, the 
follewing: 

„a) Upon an appeal to the Supreme Court 
from the judgment and sentence of a court, 
on conviction of a public officer for a crime 
committed in the performance of his duties, 
the Supreme Court shall have jurisdiction 
to review all questions of fact, law, and 
procedure arising upon the testimony, rec- 
ord, and proceedings, and either to affirm 
the sentence, dismiss the proceeding, award 
a new trial, or make such other judgment or 
order substantial justice shall require; 
and the Supreme Court may, upon such 
hearing, take any additional evidence which 
it deems necessary in the interest of justice. 
This provisfon shall apply to all appeal 
now pending or hereafter taken.“

Victoria, B. C., May 13.—[Special.]—Mail 
advices from Manila describe how a band 
of fifty outlaws, armed with rifles and bolos, 
tortured five members of the Philippine con- 
stabulary on the main road between Bulusan 
and Barcelona, in the Province of Sorsogon, 
on the evening of April 4. The natives took 
three of the constabulary, tied them hand 
and foot, gouged their eyes out with sharp 
hardwood sticks, and then, placing them in 
the burning sand with the sun beating into 
their eyeless sockets, commencing at their 
feet, cut them inte small pieces with bolos, 
adding every possible feature of barbarism 
and torture except burning. The other two 
members of the constabulary escaped to 
Sorsogon. 

A detachment of the constabulary left 
Sorsogon at once. On reaching the scene of 
the attack the only evidences left of the 
struggle were small pieces of human flesh 
and bone.

UNION MEN TRY TO MAKE THE 


STRIKE GENERAL. 


Say That the Supplies in the Tanks Are 
Giving Out, but the Omicials of the 
Companies Dispute This and Are 
‘Filling the Places of the Employes 
Whe Have Gone Out—Street Car. 
Workers Eject Suspects from Their 
Meeting—Tugmen May Settle. 


Every gas plant in Chicago was picketed 
yesterday and the members of the union /{ 
that is fighting the gas companies worked 
hard to cause a shut down, but failed. Their 
efforts will continue today, when thé men 
say the supply of gas in the tanks will be 
exhausted. The officers of the company 
deny this. Agents were sent out during the 
day to obtain men to fill the strikers’ places. 

The officers of the union hoped to be able 
to call out every man working in the var- 
ious plants, but when the test came many 
failed to leave their places. This was par- 
ticularly true.of the men at the Elston ave- 
nue and Disivion street plant of the People’s 
company, and the plant of the Consumers’ 
company at Twenty-fifth and Loomis 
streets. It was because of this refusal to 
strike that the plants were picketed and 
the men interviewed as they came out of 
the workrooms. It is said that thirty of 
the men were induced to quit. 

It was ted by James H. Payne, of 
the Boxmakers and Sawyers’ union, who or- 
ganized the striking body and who Is super- 
intending the strike, that more than 600 
men are out and that the plants are being 
run by the foremen and office hands. The 
companies maintain that no more than 100 
men are on strike. 


Meeting of the Strikers. 

At a meeting of the strikers, held in the 
afternoon in Horan’s Hall, Harrison and 
Halsted streets, 150 of the men gathered to 
talk over the situation. It was there an- 
nounced that fifty pickets had been placed 
about the plants early in the day and would 
use peaceful methods to induce the rest 
of the men to quit work. If necessary the 
pickets would be doubled It was reported 
that several attempts had been made to get 
food into the plants for the non-union men, 
but all has been defeated, and the men 
forced to come out, thus giving the strikers 
achance to talk to them. 

It also was said that the street men,“ 
who are engaged in the laying of pipes and in 
repairing, had expressed sympathy with the 
strikers and promised aid, Representatives 
of the strikers who remained at work for the 
purpose of watching events from thie inside 
reported late in the day that the supply of 
gas was running low and the effect of the 
strike would be felt today. 

The demands of the men are simple and 
have not changed,“ said Mr. Payne. We 
want the men whe were discharged for join- 
ing the union reinstated and the union recog- 
nized. They have the company in a bad way, 
and from all appearances will have the 
plants shut down tomorrow. Over two-thirds 
of the employés are members of the union.”’ 

“We consider the strike over and the men 
beaten,” said Consulting Engineer William- 
son of the People’s Gaslight and Coke com- 
pany. In fact, it never was serious. We 
bave more gas in our tanks now than yes- 
terday. We are getting men to fil) the places 
of the strikers and the public has no cause 
for worry.” : 


Car Men Eject Suspects. 

Iast night the employés of the Chicago 
City railway company met at Federation 
Hall, 3056 State street, and, in order toavert 
any disturbance, fifty of the men who are 
suspected of being opposed to the organiza- 
tion were told to leave the hall. The men 
came from all parts of the city, and when 
asked to show their union cards refused. 

Those who were ejected gathered on the 
sidewalk and talked of breaking into the 
gathering. One of them, Edward Allen, who 
presided over a meeting held on the North 
Side by the men who are opposed to the 
union, started up the stairs and was forced 
out by the guards, all of whom were mem- 
bers of the union and employés of the com- 
pany. When on the sidewalk he grew noisy, 
and two of the union men seized him and 
pushed him into a passing car. 

It was said at the meeting that the com- 
pany has rescinded its permission to organ- 
ize and will take vigorous steps to prevent 
the union from having further growth. The 
speakers all took up the subject of amalga- 
mation with the national body—a move the 
company opposes—and all favored it except 
J. W. Woodward of the International Broth- 
erhood of Carpenters and Joiners, who has 
been one of the leaders against such a move. 

The Union Traction company and the 
North Side branch of the union have reached 
a point where further conferences are deemed 
useless by the men. ‘ 

President Charles McCarle of the Licensed 
Tugmen’s Protective association arrived in 
Chicago yesterday to try te patch up the 
dificulty that has threatened to tie up all 
the towing of the city. He spent much of 
his time yesterday at the headquarters of 
the striking tugmen and at the end of the 
day said that prospects of a settlement are 
good. A meeting will be held tonight by 
representatives of both sides and the fight 
may be ended.

Lord Onslow 
for his kindly words and Mr. Parker for his 
hospitality were thanked by the representa- 
tives of United States, Canadian, and Aus- 

tralian press. 

Secretary Chamberlain entered the room 
and in response to a request by Mr. Parker 
made an interesting little speech. 
to his visits to the 
States and. Canada and spoke 
his pleasant memories of the kind- 
ness and hospitality shown him on 
every hand. Englishmen and Americans 
might have their differences, he said, but 
still their aims, their aspirations, and their 
ideals were alike. 


Not Yet an American Colony. 

Mr. Chamberlain humorously reminded the 
American journalists present that it was not 
customary to interview Cabinet Ministers 
in England, and that Great Britain was not 
yet a dependency of the United States. Al- 
though,.“ said Mr. Chamberlain, some peo- 
ple seem to think that some day the British 
Empire will be included in the North 
American trust.“

Mitchell Tells Demands. . 

President Mitchell was asked tonight for 
an explicit statement setting forth the min- 
ers’ demands. In reply he said: 

“Tha miners ask for an eight-hour day 
which shall apply to all men employed in and 
about the mines. It affects the miners and 
the laborers the same, as all classes of labor 
work ten hoursa day. It ienottrue that the 
miners work only five hours a day, as he is, 
as a rule, in the mines ten hours. 

“The miners also ask for a 20 per cent 
increase in wages for men performing con- 
tract work and an eight-hour day at present 
rate of wages for men employed by the day 
or week. The miners also prefer annual 
wage agreements. 

The demands are uniform and apply to 
all anthracite miners in the field, except the 
demands for the weighing of coal, which 
applies only to the Leckawanna and Wyom- 
ing and part of the Lehigh district.”’ 

The convention will meet at 10 a. m. to- 
morrow and will conduct its business behind 
closed doors. President Mitchell will be 
elected chairman and will make an address, 
in which he will give in detail all that has 
transpired between himself and the coal 
Presidents since the Shamokin convention. 

Hazleton is beginning to fill up, many dele- 
gates having arrived during the day. The 
great majority of them, however, will not 

arrive until tomorrow morning. | 

The only colliery that was in operation to- 
day was the Dusky Diamond at Beaver 
Brook, near here. Only ten men are employed 
there and they are receiving the wages asked 
for by the union, The colliery supplies only 
local trade. 


Mitchell Advises Caution. 

National President Mitchell and District 
Presidents Nicholls and Fahy arrived here 
this evening from Scranton. President 
Mitchell stopped off at Freeland, nine miles 
north of here, and was given an enthusi- 
astic reception. Practically the entire popu- 
lation of the town turned out to welcome 
him. He made a brief speech in which he 
counseled the miners to act wisely. He said 
the majority in tomorrow's convention 
should rule and if that majority was for a 
strike every worker in the region would re- 
spond to the call and stand out firmly to the 
end.

CATHOLICS IN POLITICS 


GERMAN FEDERATION TO PRO- 
MOTE NATIONAL SOCIETY. 


Scheme to Influence Platforms of Both 
Parties and Secure Control Before 
1904—Not Denied That Plan Contem- 
plates Overthrow of Roosevelt, Who 
Is Attacked in Twe Resolution 
Pope Is Congratulated — Smallpox 
Scares Delegates. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. |] 

Aurora, III., May 13.—[Special.]—Steps were 
taken today by the convention of the Federa- 
tion of Catholic Societies toward the organi- 
zation of a powerful combination to attend 
to national and State politics.”’ 

The object of the combination is to prevent 
legislation derogatory to the influence of the 
institutions of the Catholic church and the 
enactment of measures by the national or 
State governments calculated to limit the 
liberties granted under the constitution. It 
is proposed to effcct this combination 
through the unification of the Catholic soci- 
eties of all nationalities on a political basis, 


Other Societies Included. 

The resolutions, which were introduced by 
Father Hagan of Belleville, instruct the 
chairman of the Vigilance committee, Theo- 
dore B. Thiele, to place himself in communi- 
cation with the various Catholic societies all 
over the United States, with a view to effect- 
ing the proposed organization in the early 
future. As the best means to accomplish this 
end, the resolutions recommend the union 
of the chairmen of the Vigilance committees 
of the various State organizations into an 
Executive committee, which shall be vested 
with unlimited powers. 


To Control Both Parties. 


The proposed political organization will not 
nominate tickets, but will advise the plat- 
form makers what planks are agreeable or 
offensive to Catholics. It was declared in the 
convention that such a powerful defensive 
and offensive federation could bring success 
or defeat to either party. It is anticipated 
that before the next national election the 
reins of government will be controlled by the 
federation. 

It was not denied by some of the leaders 
that if satisfaction could be obtained from 
neither party eventually a 2 na- 
tional party would nominate a Presidential 

et. 

The proposed federation is expected to 
facilitate the organization of a labor union 
opposed to Socialism. Chairman Thiele of 
the Vigtlance committee declared today that 
fully 80 per cent of the union labor meh in 
Illinois are Catholics. . 


The resolution proposing the “ combina- 
tion“ followed closely upon the passage of 
resolutions denouncing the policy of the 
national administration, the defeat of which 
is admitted to be one of the motives under- 
lying the proposition to establish the fed- 
eration. 

Those resolutions described the Philippine 
policy of the present administration as a 
“modern Christian persecution ” and an 
injustice to the oppressed Catholics” and 
“a shameful stigma upon our flag.“ The 
attitude of the Governor of Guam was char- 
acterized as tyranny in that he exercised 
“arbitrary powers calculated to diminish 
the influence of the Catholic faith on the 
island.“ Kindergartens were described as 
— 28 to hinder Catholic education of chil- 

en. * 

The child belongs in this world to its 
mother and for all eternity to God,“ was the 
sense of the resolutions.

FIFTY OF INJURED 


LIST OF DEAD AS RESULT OF OIL 
‘EXPLOSIONS GROWS. 


Three Hundred Burned Severely in Se- 
ries of Disasters at Sheraden, Pa., 
and Many Suffer Minor Hurt 
Charred Bodies Turned Over to Rel- 
atives—Hospitais Too Small te Care 
for All Needing Attention—Twenty- 
Ave Houses Destroyed in Fires. 


Pittsburg, Pa., May 13.—[{Special.]—Bodies 
of twenty-three victims of yesterday's se 
of explosions at Sheraden have been tur 
over to relatives or lie at the morgues awalt- 
ing identification, others still are missing, 
and it is estimated that fifty of the injured 
cannot recover. 

The list of those severely burned totals over 
800, of whom at least 100 are children. Many 
who sustained minor injuries are being cared 
for at their homes, and their cases have not 
been reported to the authorities. The hos- 
pitals are all crowded and many have been 
removed to their homes for lack of room, al- 
though they are suffering from fatal in- 
juries. 


Twenty-five Houses Burned. 

The damage to property by the explosions 
and fire will be heavy: The loss at ‘the 
mouth of Cork’e Run tunnel alone will ex- 
ceed $100,000. In addition to the heavy 
loss by the railroad company twenty-five 
houses were destroyed, either by the force 
—.— explosions or by the fires which fol- 
lo 


The scenes in and around Sheraden today that 


were pitiful in the extreme. Practically 
every house in the village had one or more 
injured inmates and in many homes mourn- 
ing families were gathered about the charred 
and distorted remains of loved ones who 
were victims of the calamity. 

Many Children Among Victims. 

Many children were caught by the flames 
yesterday, and as a result the two public 
school buildings today were almost deserted, 
Of the 700 pupils enrolled there were only 200 
in attendance at the sessions today. Of the 
500 absent Professor Hannum estimates 100 
were injured. The children have started a 
fund for the aid of their unfortunate school- 
mates, some of whom are in need of financial 
assistance. 

Superintendent McCarthy of the Pan- 
Handle road said tonight that, after a careful 
and thorough investigation, the conclusion 
was reached that the cause of the accident 
at Sheraden was the inability of a brake- 
man to control a train of cars taken out of 
the yard. The cars ran into a train of cars 
loaded with naphtha, breaking a tank car, 
the contents of which ran down the tracks 
and ignited from a switch lamp. 


VETERAN PUBLISHER IS DEAD. 


W. N. Haldeman of the Louisville Cour- 
ier-Journal Succumbs to Injuries 
_ Received in Trolley Accident. 
— — 

Louteville, Ky., May 13.— Walter N. Halde- 
man, President of the Louisville Courier- 
Journal company and one of the oldest ac- 
tive newspaper men in the country, died 
suddenly at 5 o’clock from the effects of 
injuries received by being struck by a trolley 
car on Saturday morning. He was over 81 
years old. 

At the time of the accident it was not 
thought that Mr. Haldeman's injuries, which 
consisted apparently of a scalp wound and 
sprained shoulder, would result fatally, 
though some apprehension was felt on ac- 
count of his advanced age. The members 
of his family were at his bedside when he 
died. The attending physicians ascribed 
death to the development of peritonitis, in- 
testinal paresis, and consequent heart fall- 
ure. He was conscious until the end. 

Although over 81 years of age, Mr. Halde- 
man personally directed the affairs of the 
Courter-Journal until the time of his death. 
In 1840 he became bookkeeper in the Louts- 
ville Journal office and four years later 
started the Louisville Courier. In 1868, in 
concert with Henry Watterson of the Jour- 
nal, the two papers were consolidated and 
appeared as the Louisville Courier-Journal. 


PIONEER WOMAN DOCTOR DIES. 


Marie E. Zakrzewska, Who Did Much 
to Gain Place for Her Sex in 


Profession, Expires. 


Boston, Mass., May 18.—Dr. Marie E. Zakr- 
zewska is dead here. She was the pioneer 
woman physician of Boston, and one of the 
pioneers of the movement that enabled wom- 
en to practice in various sections of the 
country. She was also the founder of the 
New England Hospital for Women and Chil- 
dren. Dr. Zakrzewska was born in Berlin 
in 1829. At an early age she had obtained 
a wide hospital experience, and Her great 
desire to study in her chosen profession, 
which the law her to do at home, 
led her to come to the United States in 1853.

NAVY STILL FAR 
FROM INVINCIBLE 
Foss Warns Na- 
tion Against Overconfi- 
dence in 25 Power. 


NEW -SHIPS ARE Ask E 


Appropriation Bill Providing 
Sum of $77,650,000 Is Laid 
Before the House, 


Washington, D. C., May 18.—[Special.J— 
The danger of overconfidence in the navy by 
people of the United States was pointed out 
today by Mr. Foss of Iidinois in placing the 
naval riation bill before the House. 

The bill, which provides for two new bat- 
tleships, two armored cruisers, and two gun- 
boats, tarries a total of $77,650,000. 

Representative Foss, who is chairman of 
the Naval committee, declared that the

Few Ships Have Fighting Value. 

Mr. Foss said that while we have 188 ships 
built and building, yet comparatively few of 
them have any real fighting value. Most of 
those now building are what are termed 
peace boats. Continuing, Mr. Foss said: 

“I know that there are some who think 
that just because we whipped Spain in a fight 
of a hundred days and lost only a single life 
that we could wipe out the fleets of the 
navies of the world, There is an impression 
pos the American navy is strong and pow-

lieve we have better officers, better men, and 
that our ships, ship for ship, are better than 
those of any navy in the world. 


Reason for Victory Over Spain.

Mr. Morgan says that if the Panama route 
was adopted few sailing ships would use it. 
I beg to ask the Senator how many sailing 
ships pass through the Suez Canal. They 
prefer rather to circle Good Hope. And yet 
the navigation at the Suez end of the canal 
is in no way more hazardous than it would be 
on the Atlantic or Pacific side of either 
route.

I have known a sailing 
ship, not only one but many, to be from thirty 
to forty days beating up against thease same 
vigorous trade winds in order to reach the 
port of San Juan del Sur, which is eight miles 
southeast from Brito, the Pacific entrance 
to the Nicaragua route. When once in this 
port, nine months in the year it is necessary 
to use both anchors, and ofttimes work the 
ship’s engines ahead in order to hold a posi-

parison whatever between thetwo. Take the 
two routes from ocean to ocean—Panama 
47 miles: Nicaragua, 156. All the twisting 
and expanding that the honorable Senator 
can do will not change that fact. The Sena- 
tor, it seems to me, goes a long way out of 
his road, or off his course, when he tacks 
the Gulf of Panama, which is a miniature 
ocean of itself, onthe La Boca pier. Why not 
continue and add the south Pacific, with the 
China Sea as an attaché. He could do it 
with just as much reason. The hurricanes 
and typhoons as well as calms frequenting 
these seas could also be claimed as a reason 
why the canal should not be finished at 
Panama. 


Morgan’s Soundings Wrong. 
| “T have navigated his ship in and out of 


the port of Panama nearly four years, but 


I have yet to learn about that thirty-five- 
foot curve that commences three miles from 
Colon on the Atlantic side at the canal en- 
trance and extends the same depth 100 
miles at sea, or away. Neither have I ever 
known of any other navigator finding it. 
Mr. Morgan surely not only mvst have used 
the above mentioned sextant but his lead 
and line must have been loaned him from 
some friendly farm youth. 

As a matter of fact, there are now and 
have been for years sailing ships of heavy 
tonnage trading betweén Australia and Pan- 
ama, bringing coal for the use of the many 
steamship lines that make that port their 
headquarters. They sail up to within three 
cables’ lengths of their discharging berth. 
Seldom is a tug required. When ready for 
sea they make sail-and proceed as they would 
from any seaport on our coast. These Jong 
periods of calms Mr. Morgan speaks of are 
largely from imagination. True it is there 
is moderate weather there in certain seasons 
of the year, as there is in all parts of the 
world in corresponding latitudes. 


Good Entrance to La Boca. 


As to the tortuous channel Mr. Morgan 
speaks about, the writer was one of a number 
called on to survey and sound out the La 
Boca channel. When the canal company 
pronounced it open for navigation and ths 
pier ready for service, I would say to Mr. 
Morgan, I would as quickly take a ship to 
den throught that tortuous channel as I 
would from any port on our coast from Cape 
Cod to Florida. 

The distance from La Boca pier to the 
open sea is not over eight miles. Panama 
has this main advantage: A harbor on each 
end, partly from natural formation and part- 
ly from the hand of man. Panama, when 
properly dredged, can holdinsafety the com- 
bined fleets of the world. Colon can easily 
be made to do the same. 

Nicaragua has no harbor on either side. 
Greytown, with its shifting sands and 
counter currents, will require a fleet of 
dredges constantly at work to keep it open 
for traffic. Brito is open to the whole Pa- 
cific, with its never-ceasing swell and sea. 
With the wind blowing strongly, off the 
coast, the writer has noted the sea and swell 
break on the rocks and shore at Brito thirty 
feet high. There are three elements created 
by God and nature that the hand of man 
has never been able to control when under 
full headway—namely: wind, fire, and water. 

In these modern times nothing appears im- 
possible to hand and brain of man, backed 


| by the almighty dollar, yet I doubt if the 


man is yet born, even If backed by the wealth 
of the United States government, who can 
build an artificial harbor of safety that will 
stand a Pacific sea with a Nicaraguan vol- 
cano rumbling at itsentrance. Senator Mor- 
gan doubtless is under the impression that 
the Pacific is an ocean of peace, whence it 
derived its name. Beyond a doubt the per- 
son who gave it that name had never been 
rocked on its bosom. 


Why French Failed. 


Mr. Morgan's query as to why the French 
do not go on and complete it, history has an- 
swered. Lack of brains, lack of muscle, lack 
ef energy. Any nation or race of people 
who could and did spend $75,000,000 getting 
ready to do a thing and $80,000,000 before 


| they broke ground, any nation which would 


select men for a job of that nature who, when 
they arrived at their post of duty, turn to 
planting flower gardens and building danc- 
ing halls, could never finish a canal across 
the Isthmus of Panama. 

De Lesseps received glory and honor for 
digging a 250-foot ditch through 4 sandbank 
in Dgypt, but when he started in to do the 
same through the mountains of Colombia 
he realized that he was up against the real 
thing tm canal work. The French paused 
by the wayside and are now waiting for the 
American nation to act the part of the good

A. S. RHODES KILLED BY TRAIN. 


Publisher Meets Death on Wisconsin

Bradstreet's 
reported a decrease of 2,734,000 bu in world’s 
stocks, compared with one of 157,000 bu 
last year. The cash demand was generally 
reported slow, but there were sales of 150,- 
000 bu here for ehipment, and 200,000 bu 
at Duluth. The seaboard reported export 
pales of 72,000 bu. Clearances were only 
808.002 bu. Kansas City claimed the worst 
damage reports on the crop.and country 
buying but that market was weak most 
of the session and closed only %-%c higher.

Corn Sells Higher.

The 
Illinois State report showed 39,000,000 bu 
left in farmers’ hands, the smallest reserves 
since 1890. Receipts were only 121 cars, and 
the estimate for today only 35. Country ac- 
ceptances were generally reported light and 
there was a fair shipping demand. The out 

inspection was 336,000. bu. The shipments

nounced by the government report, was con- 
sidered a bullish factor. 


Patten Unloads Some Oats. 


About the best strength in oats was shortly 
after the opening when new July sold up to 
37%-%c, an advance of e over Monday’s 
closé. This was partly in sympathy with 
‘strength elsewhere, and to a certain extent 
‘on local and outside buying of both the July 
deliveries. Soon, however, sales on realizing 
account became a factor and put the price 
back to 36766. Subsequent buying on the 
break carried new July to 37\%c, at which it 
cfosed, fractionally over Monday. Most of 
the May selling was done by Love, who was 
the principal seller the day before. Some 
fairly heavy selling of July, old and new, 
was put down to Patten. It was done by 
Farnum, Booth, akd Ellison. Some old 
July was bought by Gidder. Figures con- 
tinue showing bullikh conditions. Locally 
there were 178,400 bu received, and 245,100 
bu shipped. Local contract stocks fell off 
102,200 bu for the week, and are now 757,400 
bu. Bradstreet’s world's available decreased 
99,000 bu. Cash sales were 150,000 bu though 
the cash people claimed the Eastern demand 
Was not quite as good and country ac- 
ceptances a little smaller. 

Shorts were again active in pork, putting 
the July price up to $17.55, 5c higher than 
the ouside point of the day before and es- 
tablishing a new record price for the year. 

The Continental company did the bulk of 
the buying. Wells is said to be making 
vacation preparations, and ts cleaning up 
open trades. This buying was by Fort, 
Wolff, and Wood. Little developed in lard 
or ribs, the former closing 7%@10c higher, 
and the latter 5@7%c up. The pork closing 
was S@7%c higher. There were 19,000 hogs 
locally with 62,800 at principal Western 
packing nts, as compared with 60,900 the 
previous week and 70,600 a year ago. Liver- 
pool came in Id lower on lard, but unchanged 
on hams or bacon. Lard shipments were 
not quite half as large as a year ago, while 
the outgo of meats was slightly less than 

last year.

$1.45, all three nominal. There were 5 cars 
here and 4 at Duluth.

Traffic Officials of Western Roads Fail 
to Arrive at a Rate 


Traffic officials of the Western roads at a 
meeting held yesterday in the 
ern Building considered the r 
Eastern connections to par 
them in the reductions they have announced 
on wheat and flour shipments from St. Paul 
and Minneapolis to the Atlantic seaboard 

The Eastern roads demand a higher rate 
on export flour than on export wheat. The 
Milwaukee and St. Paul and some of the 
other roads contend that the rates on those 
articles should be the same, and they are 
making the same rates now. 

Two propositions for the adjustment of 
the trouble were considered. One was to 
cancel the 20% cent rate on wheat-flour for 
export from the Twin cities to New York 
and make it 23 cents. Another was to can- 
cel the present rate on July 1. 

Both propositions were lost, and the indi- 
cations are that the Western roads will con- 
tinue to make the equalized rates even if 
they have to absorb the difference, consider- 
ing the position of the Eastern roads to be 
unjust to the Northwestern miller. 

Traffic officials of all the Illinols roads and 
the shipping interests have been notified 
by the Railroad and Warehouse commission 
that on Tuesday, June 3, at its offices in 
Springfield, a hearing will be given to all 
parties interested in the proposed revision 
of the schedule of reasonable maximum rates 
The commission is said 
to have received evidence that the rates pre- 
vailing from Indiana and Iowa into Illinois 
are much lower for longer distances than 
for a much shorter distance within Illinois, 
and are therefore a discrimination against 
the manufacturer and jobbers in this State. 

Central Traffic association roads held a 
special meeting yesterday and considered a 
proposition to make low special excursion 
rates to Eastern summer resorts to offset the 
low rates made by the Western roads to 
Colorado points and the Northern resorts,

Kansas City, Mo., May 13.—[Special.)— 
Horace White of New York defended the 
proposed branch banking system before a 
convention of several hundred bankers from 
Missouri, Kansas, and Indian and Oklahoma 
Territories today. 

Henry W. Yates, President of the Ne- 
braska National Bank of Omaha, delivered 


an address in which he opposed the system. 


These two addresses were the features of 
the day’s convention, 


Favors Branch Banking. 


In defending branch banking Mr. White 
— down the following general proposi- 
ons: 


“Other things being equal, two banks 


joined together are stronger than one, and 
three are stronger than two. 

For this reason the public has greater 
confidence in a union of banks than in the 
same number of banks taken separately. 

“Branch banking would, therefore, im- 
prove the credit of the banks so allied, and 
increase their deposits. 

“ Branch banking would reduce the ex- 
pense of banks and accrue to the customers 
in the form of lower rates of interest; it 
would tend.to uniform interest rates; it has 
the advantage of extending to small places 
the security aseured by the strength of the 
parent institution; it affords facilities for 


communicating knowledge of the relative | 


needs of business in the different localities.

“It may be said that if branch banking 


were permitted the large banks would open 
branches in the small towns and take away 
the business of existing banks. They could 
do so only by offering loans at lower rates 
to the business community, or by giving 
them better terme in exchange for their de- 
posits. Competition is not to be avoided by 
preventing branch banking under the na- 
tional system. New State banks are start- 
ing up all the time in places where national 
banks exist. 

“This, however, is only a symptom of 
mightier movement in the way of bank ex- 
tension now going one. During the last six 
months there has been much quiet absorp- 
tion of small banks in New York City by 


_ large ones, but latterly the process has been 


extended to banks outside of the city and 
Outside of the Stae. Not only so, but some 
of the large banks in cities far distant from 
each other have been exchanging shares 
through the persons of men who own con- 
trolling interests in each. 


Small Towns in No Danger. 


An objection urged against branch banks 
is that they will draw away all the money 
from the small towns and use it in large 
cities. This objection is not in harmony 
with the one which says that the large city 
banks will send so much money into the 
small towns through the branches and will 
lend at euch low rates that existing banks 
cannot make a living. We might leave these 
two classes of objectors to neutralize each 
Other, but my opinion is the flow of capital to 
and from the small town under the branch 


system will bear pretty close relation to the 


demand. Drawing away money from the 
Small town when there is a local use for it 
would soon bring the branch to an end. My 
belief ie that more money would go from the 
large city to the small town through branch- 
es than does now in the shape of rediscounts 
of the paper of i ndent banks. 


Must Have New System. 


“ Within a comparatively brief period the 
bonded debt of the United States in all prob- 


. ability will have been wholly redeemed and 


o So the problem is not merely how 
to make note issuing under the present sys- 
tem a little more profitable, but how to keep 
the system going at all. It cannot be done 
except by using other securities than United 
States bonds. To use inferior securities like 
municipal, or railroad, or industrial ' bonds 
would require the exercise of discrimination 
on the part of the public officers in the setec- 
tion of them, and would thus open the door 
to political influence in making the selec- 
tion. Moreover, the best judgment of the 
most impartial Controller of the Currency 
would at times be at fault, as was frequent- 
ly the case under the States systems oi bond- 
secured currency before the civil war. 

How to meet the approaching crigis is 
the chief banking problem of the prese day. 
Any plan for obtaining a real credit cur- 
rency—a currency based upon the assets of 
the. banks—must have regard to the tradi- 
tions, habits, and experience of the Amer- 
ican people. The smallest change coneist- 
ent with the end to be achieved will be the 
one most likely to succeed.“ 


Dangers of Branch System. 
Henry W. Yates of Omaha, speaking in 
opposition to branch banks, said in part: 
We are all conscious of the weaknesses 


_ Which prevail in our banking system, and 


we are desirous of having them removed 
and the system strengthened and improved 
in any Manner that good judgment and wise 
experience will dictate. But it does not 
follow from this that we should conclude 
that our banking system is so utterly bad 
that the only remedy for the situation is its 
entire extinguishment and the creation in 
ite place of another system. This is what, I 
believe, would result from the passage of a 
law which would establish among us the 
monarchical British and continental sys- 
tems of large central ſbanks with numerous 
branches. 

The passage of the pending bill, by de- 
stroying the harmonious relations which 
now exist in our banking world and by 
threatening the existence of our present or- 
Sanized banks, would not only be disastrous 
to the banks concerned but it would be a na- 


tional calamity.” 


Favors the New System. 
Gordon Jones Joseph, Mo., President 
of the Missoi ankers’ association, fa- 
gored the bran anking system in his an- 


nual address. 
“The expansion idea,” sald President 


Jones, has found favor in the minds of 


many able financiers, and the promoters of 


progressive banking are urging the passage 
of laws giving the banking business more 
extended privileges.

WEEK 700 COLD FOR CROPS 


LAST FEW DAYS UNFAVORABLE 
FOR BEST GROWTH. 


Drought in Southeast Part of United 
States—Rain Affords Relief in Dis- 
tricts Further West—Northern Tier 
of States Slow in Starting Corn 
Planting—Winter Wheat Making . 
Satisfactory Progress—Fruit Pros- 
pects Improving in Some Localities, 


Washington, D. C., May 13.—[Special.]— 
Following is the weekly crop report of the 
Weather bureau: 

General summary: From the upper Mis- 
sissippi Valley eastward to New England 
and middle Atlantic coasts the week was 
decidediy cold and unfavorable to growth, 
with light to heavy frosts causing much 
damage to fruit in the northern portion of 
the middle Atlantic States and in New Eng- 
land. The temperature conditions in the 
Southern States, Missouri Valley, and 
throughout the Rocky Mountain and Pacific 
coast districts were favorable, highly so on 
the north Pacific coast. | 

Drought continues in Florida and over 
portons of the east gulf and south Atlantic 
States, and rain is generally needed in the 
Ohio Valley and middle Atlantic States. 
Rains have afforded relief locally in the 
middle and southern Rocky Mountain dis- 
tricts, but more is needed in those sec- 
tions. The greater part of the upper lake 
region and portions of the upper Mississippi, 
upper Missouri, and Red River of the North 
Valleys are suffering from excessive 
moisture. 

Owing to excessive rains little or no corn 
bas yet been planted in Minnesota and Wis- 
consin, and planting has been delayed in 
South Dakota and northern Iowa, but gen- 
erally throughout the central valleys and 
middle Atlantic States this work has made 
rapid progress. Good stands are generally 
reported in the Mississippi and Missouri 
Valleys, but cutworms are impairing the 
stands in the Ohio Valley and Tennessee. In 
Kansas, Oklahoma, and Texas the crop has 
made rapid growth and much has been laid 
by in Texas. 

The last week has not been unfavorabie to 
winter wheat and generaliy the crop has 
made satisfactory progress, the least favor- 
able reports being received from the Ohio 
Valley and middle Atlantic States, while a 
decided improvement is reported from Ne- 
braska. The crop has made slow growth in 
the Ohio Valley and middle Atlantic Staes, 
but has advanced rapidly in the lower Mis- 
souri Valley, in the southern portion of which 


it is now heading. The north Pacific coast 


region has experienced a werk highly fa- 
yorable to the wheat crop, which is much 
improved in that section. The crop con- 
tinues in excellent condition in central and 
northern California, but is in poor condition 
in the southern part of the State. 


Spring Wheat Promising. 


Early sown spring wheat has germinated 
well and is making vigorous growth, espe- 
cially in the southern portion of the spring 
wheat region. Owing to continued rains 
much of.the crop is yet to be sown, not more 
than half the intended acreage having been 
sown in North Dakota. 

Oats harvest has begun in South Carolina 
and the crop is ripening in Texas, while seed- 
ing continues in the northern districts. This 
crop Has made generally satisfactory 
progress in the States of the central valleys, 
but has deteriorated in the east gulf States, 
where it is heading low and not filling weil. 

Encouraging reports respecting cotton are 
received from all parts of the cotton beit, 
with the exception of Florida and portions 
of the central districts, where rain is needed 
to germinate the late planted. 

The frosts of the 10th were damaging to 
fruit in the upper Ohio Valley, over the 
northern portion of the middle Atlantic 
States, and in New England., being most 
destructive in New York, where peaches and 
apples were probably extensively killed. 


Reports by States. 
Special telegraphic reports: New Eng- 
land—Weather favorable for work, but too 
cool for growth; general frost 10th damaged 
garden vegetables and probably injured 


fruit. 


Arkansas — Conditions generally favorable; 
during early part of week good rains fell in 
some localities, insufficient in others; cotton 
planting about completed, early coming up 
to good stands, chopping more general; early 
corn benefited by rains and is well culti- | 
vated: wheat and oats linproved. 

Misso ught in northwest relieved 
temporarily; corn and cotton coming up to 
good stands, cultivation general; wheat im- 
proving in northwest, heading in central and 
south: some becoming too rank and in dan- 
ger of falling; apples less promising 


Ulinois Conditions Favorable. 


Tilincis—Weather conditions generally 
favorable for growth of vegetation, though 
it was quite cool; showers over most of 
State; wheat, rye, oats, meadows, pastures, 
and gardens improved; corn being planted 
and much up to good stands; potatoes doing, 
well: prospects for peaches, 
and raspberries poor, apples fair to good, 
other fruits good. 
Indiana—Heavy rains; too wet to 
work in northern tier of counties; lighter 
showers, unevenly distributed, and Insuffi- 
cient in central section, droughty conditions 


excellent condition; wheat improved, but 
light, and fields spotted; oats doing fair! 
well; corn planting well advanced; som 
coming up, being damaged by cutworms; fly 
damaging wheat in Washington County. 
Ohio—Light precipitation; cool last of 
week, with light to killing frosts on the 10th, 
some injury to small fruits and gardens; 
wheat slightly improved; oats, rye, and bar- 
ley doing well; corn being planted, germi- 
nating well, but cutworms are at work in 
south: insects injuring tobacco; potatoes 
and gardens doing fairly well; grass is grow- 
ing slowly; pastures improved. 
Michigan—Cold and wet soil has delayed 
field work and retarded germination of late 
oats and peas; early oats, peas, and barley 
germinated nicely and are making fair 
growth; wheat, rye, meadows, and pastures 
much improved; corn planting and sugar- 
beet seeding in progress; early fruit and 
strawberries blossoming heavily and appear 
not damaged by frost and snow. 
Wisconsin—Week cool with tem- 
perature latter part in north and central 
counties; generally copious to heavy rains;“ 
snow Friday night and Saturday, three to 
six inches in central counties; no damage 
except possibly to fruit in few localities; 
little farm work done, but preparations for 
corn well advanced; winter wheat, rye, and 
spring grains made slow growth, but condi- 
tion satisfactory; pastures and meadows 
excellent. 
* Minnesota—Excessive moisture in Red 
River Valley, with little or no work possible 
elsewhere; corn planting and flax seeding 
seriously delayed by wet and cool weather; 
early potatoes and flax coming up; wheat, 
oats, and barley fine and healthy. 
lowa—Cool and wet weather has been 
favorable for grass and@small grain; corn 
planting delayed but nearing completion in 
southern and well begun in extreme north- 
ern counties, germination satisfactory and 
soll in fine tilth; general crop prospects 
never better at middle of May. ‘ 
Nebraska—Week warm with good showers, 
favorable for growth of vegetation; winter 
wheat much improved; rye heading in south- 
ern counties with.short straw; oats and grass 
in pastures improved; corn wanting has 
progressed rapidly and early planted coming 
up nicely in southern counties. 
Kantas—General rains and warmer; better 
ponditions improving wheat oats, corn, 
grass, and the soil; wheat heading in south 
and central, but much plowed up central and 
north; corn growing rapidly, cultivation 
more general; pastures and cattle improv- 
ing; strawberries ripe in extreme south.
